Inspectors on Train.

DANGER IN RICHES, 
SAYS DR, GRAFTON 


In Resolution on Central 
University Matter. 


By Joseph 


Savannah, Ga., May 27.—An after- 
math of the Central university fight 
before the general assembly of the 
Southern Presbyterian church came to- 
day when a resolution was offered by 
Dr. C. W. Grafton, which was after- 
wards referred to a special committee 
which has been entrusted with the task 
of drawing up a reply to the synod of 
Kentucky in the university matter. 

After urging “all our people in Ken- 
tucky to stir up and maintain a Chris- 
tian sentiment so strong as to detect 
and arrest the approach of every form 
of evil which may imperil the influ- 
ence of their great university, thé reso- 
lution continues: 

“There is weakness in poverty in- 
ded, but there is sometimes danger 
in riches. We believe indeed that the 
greater danger at this day lies in the 
overshadowing endowments that are 
unfriendly to the Bible. We, there- 
fore, urge our schools to resist the 
charms of unsanctified wealth and to 
keep their testimony to the truth of 
God and the faith of our fathers.” 

On Legal Aspects. 

Rev. T. S. Knox offered a resolution 
which referred to the legal aspects of 
the matter, but which also has a tinge 
of interest otherwise, because an ar- 
gument advanced by the advocates of 
the Kentucky synod’s side of the.con- 
troversy was that the general assem- 
bly had no jurisdiction in the univer- 
sity case, and that anyway it was too 
late. to withdraw from the position that 
had been taken. The resolution: 
“Resolved, That it is the opinion of 
thi sasembly that no interior court 
has a right to take any action that is 
not subject to the review or redress of 
the higher court. 
“That the assembtiy further instructs 
all lower courts to take no action that 
will tend to lessen the churches, direct 
control and ownership of all its own 
edutational institutions.” 

Dr. MeKelway Reports. 
Dr. J. A. McKelway, of Atlanta, to- 
day reported to the assembly the re- 
sult of his attendance upon the inter- 
church federation conference at Bos- 
ton. He stated that he does not favor 
the federation of churches of different 
denominations, but stated that there 
should be an end to church dissension, 
that there should be no more fighting 
of church against church, or of one 
church against all the others. 
The committee report dealing with 
Sabbath -observance atrracted attention 
as it said in part:

Tulsa, Okla., May 27.—Indictments 
charging fraud in the Muskogee town 
lot cases were returned by the United 
States grand jury tonight against Gov- 
ernor Charies N. Haskell, F. B. Sev- 
ers, W. T, Hutchins, C. W. Turner, A.

The accused men are charged with 
obtaining titles from the government 
to town tots in Muskogee by illegal 
methods..

Arrange- 
ments for the trials have not been 
made, but it ig thought. the cases will 
be heard at an early date. 

This is the second tindictment for 
Governor Haskell’ in the Tulsa case. 
The first bills were dismissed on a 
technicality. The federal authorities 
at once began preparing. new évidence 
along the lines indicated by the court’s 
ruling.

TAFT ATTACKED 
BY THE NEGROES 


Alleged President Has 
Drawn the Color Line.

Columbus, Ohio, May 27.—After pro- 
longed debate and discussion the 
National Negro American League to- 
night adopted resolutions condemning 
the alleged policy of retrogression 
adopted by President Taft and declared 
it had no apology to offer for its stand 
against him previous to his election. 
The resolution declares that President 
Taft's utterances have been in effect 
an invitation to white men to make it 
appear that’ there was opposition to 
the appointment of colored men to 
office and have tended to justify the 
new constitutions adopted in southern 
gtates designed to eliminate the negro 
voter. 

Appointments made by the president 
are criticised, especially of.democrats 
with alleged ante-bellum tendencies. 
The appointment of a federal judge in 
North Carolina, especially,, is cited. 
The attitude of the president has had 
an effect prejudicial to the negro in 
industrial life, it is declared, inasmuch 
as membership in labor unions, which 
they have held for years, now has been 
seriously objected to. The resolutions 
‘denounce the “executive color line 
policy” of President Taft and demand 
that he square his policies with the 
Chicago platform so far as the four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments are 
concerned.

There 
is no increase in charges for trans- 
portation. Ninety per cent of the peo- 
ple are in sympathy with the strikers,

There have 
been no developments today. Persons 
coming into the city from towns up 
the Georgia railroad deciare that re- 
sumption of mail service will ‘relieve 
all inconveniences arising from the 
strike and that so far as provisions 
are concerned there is pienty. 

Acting Mayor Stafford has requested 
the managers of all local vaudeville 
theaters to forbid the injection of 
“strike hits” into the skits of their 


comedians.

ancestors. He did not ask for free- 
dom, but it came to him, as did his 
condition of servitude, without his seek- 
ing. Those of us who lived during the 
four years of bitter struggle which re- 
sulted in his freedom, know how faith- 
ful and loyal he was to the wives and' 
children of those masters who were 
at the front fighting to keep him in 
bondage. His fafthfulness and loyalty 
during this trying period have no 
parallel in all human history. Is it

conscientious consideration, are now 
seeking, by organized effort, to deny 
him the right to shovel coal on a loco- 
motive engine!

NO INTERVENTION 
BY GOVERNMENT

In the Strike on the Geor- 
gia Railroad. 


—— 


Washington, May 27.—Federal inter- 
vention at present in the strike of the 
firemeyn on the Georgia railroad is un- 
likely. Charles P. Neill, commissioner 
of labor and one of the mediators un- 
der the Erdman act, is on the ground 
and keeping in touch with the situa- 
tion. Only the briefest telegram has 
been received from him. probably be- 
cause he has had nothing of an im- 
portant nature to communicate. 

It js hoped here that the state au- 
thorities of Georgia will be able to 
handle the situation, which is .recog- 
nized to be delicate. 

Under the circumstances, it is 
thought to be inadvisabre at this time 
for the government actively to thter- 
fere in the controversy lest such action 
might induce serious trouble between 
the races. 

Generally, in official circles, the be- 
lief is entertained that a peaceful so- 
lution of the situation will be reached 
and that the matters in controversy 
will be submitted to arbitration. 

Definite information from Commis- 
sioner Neill is awaited with anxious 
interest, as it is believed he will char- 
acterize the situation accurately, 
Chairman Knapp, of the interstate 
commerce commission, the other mem- 
ber of the board of mediation, wil! not ; 
go to Georgia unless his. presence © 
there is required by Commissioner 
Neill. 

The officials of the postoffice depart- 
ment are proceeding cautiously, al- 
though the strike is seriously interfer- 
ing with the movement of mails. 

Pending the outcome of negotiations 
now in progress, no important move 
will be made by the department. It is 
felt that ff any decisive step were how 
taken, it would have the effect of em- 
barrassing Mr, Neill. mt 

A conference was held today between 
Attorney General Wickersham and 
Second Assistant Postmaster General 
Stewart in regard to the situation. No 
decision as to possible action in the 
case was reached. Mr. Stewart will 
have a conference tomorrow morning 
with Postmaster General Hitchcock, 
and it is possible that the latter may 
decidc to send Mr. Stewart to Atlanta 
to look over the situation. Mr. Stew- 
art already had planned to leave for 
Atlanta the beginning of next week to 
attend the railway mail service con- 
vention, which begins Tuesday. It 
was stated tonight that the postoffice 
department would not send a_ repre- 
sentative to confer with Vice Presi- 
dent Ball, of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen, as to getting mail 
trains through, as the railroad is the 
authority with which the department 
should deal in this matter.

Ways that has the whole common- 
wealth in_its grip. 

Members of The Constitution path- 
finding party who shot down the 
right-vf-way of the Southern to At- 
lanta the next day, have had engraved 
on their minds indelibte impressions 
of a state-wide sentiment. 

Passengers on the big Constitution 
expedition from Fitzgerald to Macon 
are the owners of a similarly wonder- 
ful experience. 

Ask any one of them, and the near- 
est they can come to. putting the 
thing in a few words will be to tel] 
you with all the emphasis at their 
command that all Georgia is simply 
wild over good roads. 

Then they will apologize for the in- 
completeness of the definition. 
WHEN FARMERS PUT THEIR 

SHOULDERS TO THE WHEEL. 

It was the farmer who made the 
war of the revolution successful. He 
has, as a matter of fact, been the 
backbone of every epochal movement 
in history. 


Of his own volition and with riotous 
good will he is performing the same 
function for the revolution that is to 
spiderweb Georgia with good roads. 

Five years ago the farmer and the 
automobile in Georgta like oi) 
and water—they didn't they ac- 
enermmes.

There have been cliques and bitter- 
ness in political campaigns that roused 
the state from stem to stern. 

The only cliques in this good roads 
campaign were factions industriously 
contending for the honor of supremacy 
in highway building, and the only bit- 
terness was that manifested when 
Georgie farmers feared their county 
wouldn't get into the game with 
enough spontaneity. 

WHY THE FARMER WELCOMES 
MAN WITH THE AUTOMOBILE. 

At every mass meeting, whether in 
middle or south Georgia, county com- 
missioners, or ordinaries with powers 
of county commissioners, were the 
most vigorous of the talkers for good 
roads, and insistence on linking coun- 
ty with county. 

And all the time, it was the farmer 
back of the commissioner or the or- 
dinary with a sharp stick, prodding 
him to strenuous activrry and hide- 
Bound pledges for road improvement. 

The rattling speeches these men 
made held virtually the same sgsenti- 
ment, whether in Griffin or Jackson or 
Fitzgerald or Abbeville or Hawkins- 
ville.

economy of time, and additional thou- 
sands in the smaller supply of stock 
and hands necessary wren you can 
haul three bales of cotten where now 
only one goes to the load.

We're buying automobiles our- 
selves, some of us.. And we know that 
good roads will help ug make the 
money to buy more of them.” 

“D—N FOOLISHNESS” THAT BE-

These three preceding’ paragraphs 
might well represent a composite 
speech, taken from the expressions of 
county officials in the half hundred 
counties tracked by the pathfinders.

It is tolerably significant of things 
doing in Georgia when whole towns 
suspend business temporarily for the 
sake of boosting a movement. 

In greater or less degree, that is 
exactly what happened at every point 
on each of the three routes. 

It probably reached a climax at 
Jackson, in Butts. The executive of- 
ficials of many leading financial and 
commercial enterprises had already 
abandoned business long enough to 
escort the pathfinders from Forsyth 
and Indian Springs and Jackson. 

When the party reached the town, 
the population turned out en masse, 
and the energy usually devoted to mak- 
ing Jackson one of the most progres- 
sive towns in middle Georgia, was 
concentrated on whipping Butts into 
line for good roads. .

There are also powerful forces at 
work when counties positively gener- 
ate avfeud with neighboring counties 
because of doubt thrown on their road- 
building ability. | 

This happened at. three points in 
south Georgia, and two in middle 
Georgia. 

It broke out like corn popping over 
a hot fire in the convention at Macon. 
Commissioner after commissioner from 
aggressive counties issued challenges 
to commissioners from counties adjacent, 
daring them to exceed them in remov- 
ing grades and in leading highways 
from county Hne to county line.

Custis Nottingham this afternaon, when 
a dispute arose over a charge made by 
Jones as a witness, that he had, as 
attorney for the receivers, attempted 
to get Nottingham, as attorney for 
Cabaniss, to avoid encumbering Caba- 
niss’ ‘property shortly after the bank 
failure. 

While the court wag in a brief recese 
Nottingham, rising from his seat, ap- 
proached Jones, and denounced the 
statement as false. In a moment there 
was a rsuh of counsel about the room, 
and the two men were not allowed to 
carry the differences further. Judge 
Whipple immediately arraigned the at- 
torneys severely and assured them that 
nothing of the kind would be permitted. 

The hearing proceeded to the close of 
the day with heated efforts on the one 
side to show a bad condition of the 
bank when dividends were declared, and 
on the other, a condition which made 
the stock sell above par. 

Anditor On Stand. 

H- C. Lukenbill was put on cross-ex- 
amination thie morning and the feature 
of his statements was the declaration 
that he could not know at any time a 
dividénd was declared just how much 
cash there was in the bank. He said 
he could readily ascertain what the 
books showed, but he was not sure that 
the books were correct. There was a 
seramble for a cash book that was miss- 
ing and could not be found. Judge 
Whipple did not give the defense time 
to get it up, saying, as he declined, 
that he had quit court early yesterday in 
time for these preparations. 

Lukenbill went over the old story 
about the loose leaf cash book, where 
as many leaves as one wished might be 
taken. There was another important 
account book in the bank from which 
there were missing pages. The expert 
accountant could not arrive at any ex- 
act condition of the bank until the kash 
was counted, and on the occasions when 
the dividends were declared no one had 
submitted statements as to the accu- 
rate. amount of cash. 

The defense tried hard to get in a 
question as to what time it would take 
an ordinary person to find out the true 
condition of the bayk, but as often as 
this query was changed and put, it 
was objected to, and the court sustain- 
ed the prosecution. The effort here was 
to get it before the jury that a per- 
son of the age of Mr. Cabaniss could 
not, in six months’ time, examine and 
find the condition of the bank. 

J. E. Laidler, a  etockholder, was 
called by the state on the question of 
having urged President Cabaniss’ to 
have:a vice president of the bank elect- 
ed. This witness said Mr. Cabaniss 
suggested tha the had a good lieuten- 
ant in the cashier. M. H. Tavlor was 
called to testify that he had made mo- 
tions in directors’ meetings for the 
naming of a vice president, but the 
president had each time put the mo- 
tion over till another meeting. _ 

Campbell King, one of the receivers, 
testified as to the payment of the Cab- 
aniss accounts and the methods pur- 
sued by the receivers in getting the set- 
tlement. He, too, said Cabaniss had 
settled in full with the receivers.

There are others besides Dalton desirous of securing this important 
public road, but Dalton has taken the initiative and has “gone out after it.” 

The Dalton meeting will, unquestionably, produce a gtir which will bring 
definite results in other cities and counties in that section. 

The securing of the first paved roadway between Atlanta and Chatta- 
nooga will be an achievement that no enterprising community within reach 
of it can afford to miss. . 

Athens and Dalton are now definite storm-centers of the good roads 
campaign in north Georgia. 

Their deep and determined interest means, ultimately, two of the most 
important public roads traversing the northern section of the state—one to 
the east reaching Augusta, the other to the north with Chattanooga as its 
terminus. : 

This leaves a vast angle which should be divided by a substantial road- 
way into and through the mountainous section of northeast Georgia right to 
the Carolina line. No section of the state is more inadequately provided 
with competent transportation facilities. A splendidly paved roadway would 
be the beginning of its opening up to vastly increased traffic; it would bring 
it under the hand of certain and speedy development and construction. 

The: good roads spirit of north Georgia is awakening. 

There are other important business communities in that section yet to 
be heard from, and it cannot be doubted they will make themselves heard. 

They may, here and there, be a little slow about it, but they cannot af- 
ford to and they will not remain in the backward and unprogressive class. 

Only a little leaven was needed to start the work, and the Athens prize 
offer and the Dalton good roads meeting will, unquestionabl. , furnish it. 
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KNOCKING A SPECULATIVE ARGUMENT. 


Perhaps the principal argument upon which the New York Cotton Ex- 
change attempts to justify its continued existence along present lines is that 
it performs a necessary function in providing a means of “hedging” on the 
part of manufacturers and others who are compelled to make their con- 
tracts for supplies of raw material weeks, and sometimes months, in advance 
of actual delivery. 

In view of this fact, particular interest attaches to the action of the 
American Manufacturers’ Association in passing resolutions at its meeting 
in Richmond, Va., strongly condemnatory of the New York Cotton Exchange 
and its purely speculative and gambling methods. 


of “hedging” which the New York instituti8n offers them. 

The process known as “hedging” is one by which the manufacturer who 
purchases the raw cotton protects himself against market fluctuations be- 
tween the time of purchase and the date of delivery. If he buys 1,000 
bales of cotton at the market, say at 11 cents for September delivery, by 
selling a future contract for the same amount he protects himself against 
loss through any possible fall in price when the time for the delivery arrives. 

This is considered a legitimate, and about the only legitimate, function 
of a cotton exchange, outside of such trading in the actual or spot product 
as may take place upon its floor. 

It would seem from the action of the manufacturers, therefore, that the 
New York institution’s methods make even the process of “hedging” there 
undesirable. 

The convention did not take the same view of the New Orleans exchange, 
which it looks upon as a satisfactory and reliable spot market. 

The conclusion cannot be avoidéd that the condemnatory resolution of 
the manufacturers with regard to the New York exchange knocks from under 
it one of the chief props upon which it is attempting to stand. 

If the methods of that institution make it undesirable for the exercise of 
the so-called legitimate function of hedging, then it ceases to have any legit- 
imate function at all, and is deprived of reasonable excuse for existence. 

The New York exchange is now put in the attitude of offering the bona 
fide purchaser of cotton something that he doesn’t want; the rest of it is 
speculative gambling pure and simple. 

It would appear that this action of the manufacturers’: makes the case 
against the New York Cotton Exchange practically complete. 

The only proper thing for it to do fs to terminate its unnecessary and 
widely harmful existence before it is put out of business by legal enact- 
ment. 
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AUTOS THAT EARN THEIR SALT. 


‘Two current incidents stand out as significantly demonstrating the util- 
itarian side of the automobile in Georgia. 

And these are: The pathfinding tours of, The Constitution and the policy 
inaugurated by this paper, whereby beleaguered towns along the Georgia 
railroad are being supplied with their daily quota of mails and newspapers. 

Without the aid of the automobile it would have been impossible for 
pathfinding contingents to visit half a hundred towns and county seats in 
Georgia in a few days, arriving on schedule at predetermined destinations 
with the regularity of railroad time-tables. 

Good roads and the crusade for them would, ef course, have come in 
intensified form in time. People were beneficently agitated concerning the 
value of connecting highways before anyone dreamed of putting an engine 
under a car that dispensed with rails. 

But the automobile has hastened the crystallization of the sentiment for 
highway improvement as has no other factor in two decades. Primarily, it 
has demonstrated the possibilities, industrial and social, in rapid transit, and 
it has done wonders in exposing the mounting expense which inevitably ao- 
crues from indifferent roadways. 

The strike chapter on the Georgia railroad has sufficed to demonstrate 
another invaluable instrumentality of the automobile. With trains tied up 
hard and fast, the most enterprising individual would not undertake to guar. 
antee to supply the affected territory with mails and newspapers, if sole 
dependence had to be placed on animal power. 

Provided with swift-moving steam or gasoline machines, however, the 
problem is simplified. If, by a stretch of the imagination, the towns along 
this line should be indefinitely shut off from the bases of supplies of the com- 
modities that enter into everyday life, it is not difficult to see that the role 
of the automobile would be expanded indefinitely. 

Another feature that stands out in strong relief is the augmented relia- 
bility of these self-propelled machines. Not many years ago they were con- 
sidered dangerous to the occupants and ludicrously uncertain regarding ca- 
pacity to meet the tests of rough running.  — 

On The Constitution’s pathfinding tours, and the schedules that keep 
the Georgia railroad towns from being isolated, the percentage of breakdowns 
and accidents is strikingly small.

He said the electrical plant of the 
railroad company made approximately 
$30,000 last year net, or about 30 per 
cent on the actual investment. He 
contended that any loss on the part of 
the railroad company should not be 
borne bv the electrical plant at the 
ee of the consumers of electric- 

y. 

With reference to gas, he said the 
rate of 80 cents, asked for by the peo- 
ple of Columbus, was unreasonably 
low. He stated that under present 
conditions, if the company would push 
the use of gas, thereby increasing its 
income; without materially increasing 
its expenses, the rate charged for gas 
should be from $1.10 to $1.26 per 1,000 
feet. 

Mr. Woy testified that in his opinion 
the consolidated companies were pay- 
ing too many salaries. The entire 
business, he said. should be under the 
management of one competent man at 
a salary of. $6,000 to $8,000. At pres. | 
ent there is paid out on the Salary list 
to “advisers,” “sponsors,” and others, 
over $16,000.

Swainsborofi Ga., May 27.—(Special.) 

Emanuel county is in Georgia. Per- 
haps it has not oceurred to everyone 
that the word Emanuel signifies some- 
thing.” I believe that the Lord is with 
these people; they have so much that 
is good and have such a good way of 
obtaining it. Indeed, Emanuel county, 
Georgia, was always good; it was sig- 
nally blessed by nature. On a two- 
horse farm, J. M. Christian makes 
from seventy to eighty bushels of 
corn to the acre on his entire crop-— 
-about as much to the acre as the aver- 
age two-horse farmer makes on _ his 
entire crop. But that is not all, as I 
will show later on. 
has six banks. I 
mention that fact because not so many 
counties have as many as six banks 
and because in these days of money- 
getting almost everything is meas- 
ured by the “gold standard,” not only 
money, but folks as well. But, of 
course, this thing of measuring by 
the gold standard is not always fair, 
since so few of us can measure up to 
it; and this thing of “sizing up” a peo- 
ple by the number of banks they have 
is not exactly fair, for there are a 
whole lot of us who have no interests 
in the banks. 
But the banks are what count, and it 
is right that it be known that Emanuel 
coun: has them. And what is more, 
these farmer folks have some interest 
in these Emanuel county banks, A 
farmer who makes seventy, sixty, fif- 
ty or even forty bushels of corn to 
the acre on an entire crop will need a 
bank. 

Swainsboro is the big town in Eman- 
uel county, as well as the covmty seat. 
It is very advantageously situa- 
ted being about a hundred miles from 
Savannah, and only a little farther 
from Macon. The Wadley Southern 
railroad goes by Swainsboro, and one 
of the branch lines of the Georgia and 
Florida goes to@Swainsboro. 

To Be on the Main Line. i 

But the Georgia and Florida is go- 
ing to do better than that by Swains- 
boro—it is, no doubt, going to build 
its main line by Swainsboro, and in 
the next year or two that railroad will 
be running vestibuled trains from Au- 
gusta to Florida, via Swainsboro. 

I ought not to say that, for once 
before I wrote it down as a fact that 
a certain new line of railroad would 
build to a certain town, and to the 
amazement of everybody that railroad 
did not do it; it did not do anything 
but stop right where it was. 

But the Georgia and Florida has its 
steam shovels up here, and its officers 
and directors were here last week and 
I had the privilege of interviewing 
them. It was at the hotel at Gray- 
mount, Ga., I asked these gentlemen 
of the Georgia and Florida if chey 
would tell me that the main line of 
their road, which they are bullding, 
was not going by Swainsboro. It was 
the vice president, I think, who re- 
plied: “Will you have a cigar?” Re- 
plying to my second and last question, 
I think it was the general manager 
who sald: “Suppose you kill a little 
time by indulging in a little game of 
set-back.”’ 

I did not quite hear all his words 
and did not understand who or wnat 
was going to be killed, and the inter- 
view was all off. 

But those chief officers of the Geor- 
gia and Florida did not Say they 
would not build its main line by 
Swainsboro. And thet town being the 
most important towrpin its section, 
and for other good reasons, it is pre- 
sumed it will get the new railroad. 

Has Promising Future. 

It is a town with a promising fu- 
ture. Its two banks have much of 
which to boast. The new building of 
the Bank of Emanuel is one of the 
handsomest bank buildings in south 
Georgia. It is simply fine, with fine 
and beautiful fixtures.

Depaitment of Agriculture |

The exact condition of all crops in 
Georgia will be announced by the de- 
partment of agriculture early next 
week . 

Questions for the May crop report 
are today being mailed out by this de- 
partment, signed by Commissioner of 
Agriculture T. G. Hudson and R. F. 
Wright, assistant commissioner. 

Taking the average crop at 100 per 
cent the questions asked include the 
average, compared to last year, the 
condition, the date of planting and 
casualties on cotton, oats, corn, wheat, 
sorghum, rice, clover, grasses, fruit, 
stock, labor, supplies, etc. From this 
it will be seen that from the one thou- 
sand corespondents of the department 
oft agriculture a most accurate and 
comprehensive report on the ocsop con- 
dition in Georgia is to be secured. 

This report will give the first in- 
sight into the number of bales of cot- 
ton to be raised in Georgia and the 
number of tons of cotton seed esti- 
mated, which are to be secured for the 
oil mills of Georgia, which are making 
the cotton seed such a valuable part of 
each year's crop. 

Peculiar interest is attached to the 
report On stock, as there has been in 
progress in Georgia for a year now a 
campaign to increase the number of 
stock raised in this state. Now, that 
cotton seed meal has come to be the

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COTTON OPENED UP_ 
BUT SOON LOST GAIN 


Market Started Three to Eight 
Points Advance—Realiz- 
ing Caused Drop. 


New York, May 27.—After openin 
higher. on better cables than due, an 
continued hot weather in. the central 
belt, the cotton market gradually 
eased off under -pre-holiday realizing 
or Mquidation, closing steady, net 12 
points lower to 2 points higher, 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 3@8 points. as a result of the 
factors mentioned above, .but fresh 
buying was restricted by the approach 
of the holidays, and in the absence 
of aggressive support, the market soon 
eased off under scattered realizing 
and some selling for a.turn of profes- 
sionals, who figured that liquidating 
sales would increase before the close 
tomorrow night. Numerous reports of 
crop damage were received fron Mis- 
sissippi valley points, and the weather 
forecasts suggested further unsettled 
conditions, but these reports served toa 
restrict the decline rather than to re- 
energize the market, and last prices 
were at nearly the lowest of the day 
on the active positions. Further ten- 
ders were made on May contracts, but 
while the notices seemed to have been 
well provided for, the near months 
led the decline during the afternoon, 
and were probably influenced by the 
increasing local stock and rumors that 
the cotton taken up on May will be re- 
tendered on July. September spot 
markets officially reported early were 
unchanged to 1-32 higher. 

All three of the big cotton markets 
Saturday and Mon- 
day, and Liverpool will remain closed 
until Wednesday morning. 

Receipts at the ports today were 
14,446 bales, against 10,574 last week, 
and 8,807 last year. For the week, 
95,000 bales, against 88,63! last week, 
and 64,588 last vear. Today’s receipts 
at New Orleans were 1,676 bales, 
against 3,576 last year, and at Hous- 
ton, 2,498 bales, against 1,296 last 
year.

No attention at 
all was paid to continued heavy rains 
in the central and. eastern sections of 
the belt, although complaints of crop 
damage in those portions of the belt 
were many. The market was gradual- 
ly forced down to a level 5 to 8 points 
lower than yesterday's final quotations. 
On the closing the tone, was steady, 
and prices stood at a net decline of 3 
to 7 points, 


Dry Goods. 


New York, May 27.—The dry goods 
market was generally quiet for the 
day with firmness maintained in cot- 
ton goods and yarns. Jobbers are do- 
ing a hand-to-mouth current trade, 
but continue to book a fair business 
for fall delivery. The raw silk mar- 
ket is active in Canton and purchases 
are being made in the Japan markets 
for American mills. The dress goods 
agencies continue to hold prices very 
firm.

DEALINGS IN STOCKS 
SMALLEST FOR MONTHS 


Most Attention of Wall Street 
Men Diverted to New 
Securities. 


New York, May 27.—The stock mar- 
ket was relieved from speculative liqui- 
dation in Reading, which proved the 
depressing factor yesterday. The dis- 
continuance of this selling opened the 
way to some recovery. The dealings 
were almost entirely in the hands of 
traders, and were not significant. The 
volume of the day’s transactions fell 
to the smallest total for any day's 
business since early in March. The 
larger speculative forces were ac- 
quiescent and apparently satisfied to 
await the course of events and the 
revival of a more general sentiment. A 
good deal of attention is being di- 
verted to the flotation of new securi- 
ties, the feature in that respect today 
being the public offering of stocks in 
the new United Dry Goods Companies. 
The formation of this company has 
served to emphasize an impression that 
a new series of industrial consolida- 
tions and mergers may be approach- 
ing. This impression was a factor also 
in the concerted advance in the inde- 
pendent steel industrials. Rumors have 
been current for some time of the 
projected formation of a holding com- 
pany to take over a number of these 
companies, which have been operated 
separately, most of them situated in 
southern territory. The conviction is 
held, also, that the working of the new 
combination will not be antagonistic to 
the United States Steel Corporation. 
The demonstrated power of the princi- 
pal interest in open competition for 
business since the first of the year 
is said to be an impelling motive in 
the proposed new formation, although 
public policy would forbid a close as- 
similation with the big corporations. 
United States Steel, itself, bettered its 
record price again by %. News of 
these conditions was cheerful regard- 
ing the copper industrials, but they 
were sluggish in responding, the mer- 
ger rumors proving the superior at- 
traction for the speculation. The Gould 
group of railroad properties were con- 
spicuously stfong. The advance was 
attributed to steps in the working out 
of the financial plan, known to be 
maturing for several months. Confi- 
dence in this was indirectly affected by 
the announcement of the sale of Erte 
collateral notes, which will obviate the 
necessity of restoring to the bond issue 
for which a permit was obtained with 
difficulty from the New York public 
service commission. The Erie securi- 
ties were all benefite@® by this an- 
nouncement. The feeling regarding the 
grain crop position was distinctly im- 
proved, inflyenced by the hopeful opin- 
fons expreSsed by The Price Current, 
as to the steady progress of the win- 
ter wheat crop up to the present time. 
Reports of damage by floods in the 
lower Mississippi valley do not re- 
celve much attention. The better re- 
ports concerning the crops made opera- 
tors long of stocks less inclined to hold 
them over the approaching three-day 
holiday. Anxiety over the complexion 
of the forthcoming government report 
on the June 1 condition of the grain 
crops has had a repressive influence on 
the recent speculation in stocks. The 
passing ot the holiday Interval will 
bring the financial world to the June 
1 money settlements. Call loans to- 
morrow will carr yover the following 
Tuesday, the first of the month. It 
was reckoned that some effect might 
‘be. produced on the money market by 
this commission of factors. No such 
effect was discernable today. Chicago 
is reported to be lending money in 
New York, and the rate for time loans 
over the year end has fallen to 3% 
per cent under this influance. 

Bonds were firm; total sales, par 
value, $4,502,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.

FAVORABLE WEATHER 
MADE WHEAT DECLINE 


Close Showed Net Losses | of 
One-Quarter to One and a * 
Half Cents. 


Chicago, May 27.—Favorable weath- 
er conditions for the new crop in this 
country caused sharp declines in wheat 
prices today and final figures showed 
net losses of 4% to 1%c. Corn, oats 
and provisions also were weak. 

The wheat market was heavy the 
entire day, with the exception of @ 
mild bulge early in the session, which 
carried the price of the July delivery 
%ye above yesterday's final quotations. 
This upturn was due chiefly to buy- 
ing, based on a report of a local crop 
expert, who is now in Kansas, and 
who claimed that in the section vis- 
ited the condition of the crop is ex- 
tremely poor. Reports from’ other 
sources, however, failed to show any 
serious injury to the growing wheat 
and with a continuance of the favor- 
able weather the wheat crop of that 
state, according to many § traders, 
promises to be a little short of an 
average yield. Demand for the cash 
grain was exceedingly slack, owing to 
the attitude of millers in general, who 
are inclined to refrain from purchas- 
ing any more wheat until the termi- 
nation of the May deal. Local sales 
today were less than 10,000 bushels. 
Weakness at nearly all the European 
markets was an additional bearish fac- 
tor. The May Gelivery displayed more 
firmness than the distant futures ear- 
ly in the session, because of covering 
by shorts, but demand was not urgent 
and prices finally yielded, owing te the 
selling pressure on other options. Dur- 
ing the day, prices fluctuated over a 
range of 1% to 1l1%c, May selling be- 
tween $1.31% and $1.33, and July be- 
tween $1.16% and $1.18. The market 
closed weak and only a trifie above 
the lowest point, May being at $1.33 
and July at $1.16%. : 

Ideal weather for the new crop and 
an almost total absence of shiping de- 
man prompted free selling of corn to- 

resulting in sharp declines. The 

delivery displayed especial weak- 

and broke more than 2¢, partiy 

result of a slump in the pdice/of 

cash’ grain. Receiving houses 
claimed that receipts would be fairly 
liberal for some days yet, owing to a 
free movement from the northern. part 
of Illinois, while the prospects were 
said to be poor for any improvement 
in shipping demand for a month at 
least. The range on May was between 
‘2% and 7A%c and for July 69% and 
70%c. The market closed almost at 
the bottom, with prices % to 2%c be- 
low the previous close, May being at 
i3e and July at 69% @69%c. 

Declines of 2 to 8c in the price of 
cash oats caused heavy: liquidation tm 
the options, resulting in a weak mar- 
ket all day. Weather conditions were 
favorable for the growth of the new 
crop, and this added to bearish senti- 
ment. The severe break in cash prices 
was said to have been due to the with- 
drawal from the market of some of the
